Not that 
figures can give you an accurate 
measure of the immense amount 
of work that a councillor is called

* There. are seven councillors and 


the Reeve in the Municipal Dis- 
trict of Wainwright. (Total payment 
to the Reeve for is duties do not 
make a great deal of difference 
to the cost-of supervision of roads 
and meetings so we. have consid- 
ered it in these figures). The au- 
thority for the figures is the 1947 


. financial statement. 


Each councillor is the represent- 
atice of approximately’ 228 farm~- 
ers and their: families and~ hired 
men, He has under his supervision 
296 miles of road..and has to, su-! 
pervise and direct the expenditure | 
of $54,600. He is called upon, aside 
from the supervision of roads to 
attend 12 regular meetings of the 
council per year, many of which 
are two day meetings. In addition | 


_to this he is expectéd to attend the 


annual meeting and as many ar | 
payers’ meetings as required. In 


’ the discharge of his duties, he tra-| 


vels approximately 2,191 miles, He 
spends about 331% days: actually. 
supervising roadwork, and count- 
jess.other hours in planning, think- 


* ing, visiting and checking over the 
need .for public works- He costs | 


each ratepayer about $1.96 -per 
year, and his wages form 1% per 
cent of the total tax burden. 

He is expected to make a com- 
pletely inadequate roadwork ap- 
propriation, fulfill, as nearly as 
possible, the desires of the rate- 
payers in his ward, He has to lis- 
ten to pleas, crabs and tirades. He 
is called upon to neglect his own 
business of farming whenever the 
call of duty is heard, and to sit for 
hours discussing the business of 
his electors. He pays for his own 
meals and smokes -while attending 
council and the wages he gets, | 
$5.00 per day, are not fotticlent) 
to pay a first class man to do his 
job for him. _ : ia |

HERD IMPROVEMENT 
THROUGH COW TESTING - 
During the past year 96 herds 


of dairy cattle in Alberta compris- 
ing 1369 cows have been tested 


‘\under the Provincial Cow Testing 


Service. These cows produced an 
average of 322 pounds of butter- 
fat for the year—over 125 pounds 
more .butterfat per cow than the 
average cow in the province. 
What did these 96 herd owners 
do to obtain this high production? 
All the herds were entered in 
the Provincial Cow Testing Ser- 
vice and the milk and butterfat 
production of every cow in the 
herds recorded. With this informa- 


tion, these herd owners were able: 


to feéd each, cow ‘according to her 
production, R, P. Dixon,. Supér- 
visor of Dairy Herd Improvement, 
advises that many of these herds 
have been on test for several years. 
By culling out the low producers 
and saving replacement heifers 
from the high producing cows the 
level of production has been great- 
ly increased, tis

Standards Of Health 


{[T IS, ENCOURAGING TO LEARN of the progress which has. been 
made by medical science in conquering disease and prolonging life. While 
we hear a great deal about this battle against disease, concrete facts con- 
cerning the results which are achieved are not always so well known. Re- 
cent statistics published in Canada, show that the average life span here 
has been increased since the beginning of the century from 44 years to 66 
years. In the United States, life expectancy is at present 67 years, almost 
a year more than the figure for 1945, and nearly two years longer than in 
1939. One of the reasons for the rise in the average life span in both 
countries is believed to be the ‘decrease in infant and maternal mortality 
rates, which jhave taken place during the past few years. 


. While the normal life expectancy has been lengthened 
Still Take considerably, there are still a number of diseases which 
High Toll take a high toll of people in later life and there is still 
much to be done to improve present standards of health. 
Ina recent article on this subject, published by the Royal Bank of Canada, 
it was pointed out that there should be no complacency. over our present 
records, but that unremitting efforts should be made to further decréase 
mortality rates and lengthen the number of years which the average per- 
son may expect to live. It suggests that what is now needed is a general 
realization of “the possibilities of healthful living rather than complacency 
over reduction of death rates,” and that: the schools are the best places in 
which to introduce programmes of healthful living to our people.

It is now agreed that good physical health 
is necessary to a child if he is to progress satisfactorily at school and it 
is apparent that) attention to the health of our children will undoubtedly 
haye far reaching results in laying the foundations for a generation of 
healthier and’ more mentally alert adults. In recent years more interest 
has been taken by the schools in the welfare of the pupils in matters of. 
nutrition, dental care, mental and emotional problems and physical defects. 
While there are a great many other aspects to the question of improving 
national health standards, it is apparent that the school is one place in 
‘which much can be accomplished in building healthier communities and 
eventually further reducing mortality rates and increasing the ‘average life 
span of the people.
